'I'liirty yciii'H ago, t,lic Ikilgian paint- 
er, AiUoino Wicrtz, was astoniHliing 
tlitt artistic world by tlus poworful but 
extravagant prodiictioiia wliicli arc 
now oxliibited at Hiusscls in tho mil- 
Honm wlii(;li boai'H liia immo. 

'riioiigb ilia brnsb was jjjoiierally oc- 
niipied witb cla.ssical subjects or woird 
allegorical designs, snob as tlio " Con- 
tost liotween (iood and Evil," bo oc- 
casionally con.sontod to i)aint por- 
traits. Til is was a favor, liovvovor, 
wliicli be only accorded to tlioso wbose 
physiognomy bapponod to interest 
l.im. Jt may be atulcd tiiat his taste 
inclined rather to the grotcsfpio and 
eccentric than the beautiful. 

One day, ho received a visit from a 
certain Al. Van Sjiacb, a notary, who 
had been seized with the desire to have 
hia features perj)etuated by tlio cele- 
brated artist. Maitre Van Hpach— a 
dry, wrinkled, kecn-oyod old gentle- 
man, with an expression of mingled 
sbrowdness and self-importance — was 
one of the wealthiest men in Ikussels, 
and as avaricious as ho was rich ; a 
characteristic which iirocnrod him 
the nickname of " Maitre llurpagon."

At longlli, after much bargaining 
aiK^ hesitation, ho agreed to pay 3,000 
francs for the portrait, "frame includ- 
ed," and this being settled, he rose to 
trko his leave.

" His money's worth — ha, ba. 
Maitre Harpagoii has ovcrreaciied 
himself for once.

Owing 
to some change in her appointments, 
which confined her to the Caniidituf 
shore for the reception of passengers, 
she become unin-oiitiible. Her owner, 
wishing to leave the i>lace, determin- 
ed to sell her, and be received an offer 
of little more tlnin IndC her cost if he 
would deliver her sit Nitigtira, opposite 
the fort, 'f his he decided to do tifter 
consulting with Joel K. Kobinson, who 
acted iis oa])ttiin and jiilot on her trips 
under tho falls. Mr. Ilobinson con- 
sented to act as pilot for tho fearful 
voytige, and tho engineer, Mr, Jones, 
agreed tn go with him, A machinist, 
Mr. Mclutyre, volunteered to share 
the risk with them, 'fhe boat wtis 
put in complete trim, all sni>crfliious 
articles being removed from the deck 
and hold. Notice was given of the 
time of sttirting, and a largo crowd 
assembled to seo the foarful plunge, 
no one expected to see either boat or 
crew again after they should leave the 
dock, which was just above the rail- 
way suspension bridge.

rMBRELLAS. 



The earliest English umbrellas were 
made of oiled silk, and were very 
clumsy and difficult to open when 
wet, while the stick and furniture were 
lietivy and incoiivenint. Umbrellas 
first "came into general use about 177.1. 
It Wiis first considered a mark of 
great effeminacy to carry <Mie. The 
transition to the present irortable form 
is due nartly to tho substitution of 
silk iind gingham for the heavy and 
troublesome oiled silk, which admit- 
ted of the ribs and frames being made 
much lighter, and also to many in- 
genious mechanical improvements in 
the frame-work, chiefly by French 
and Kn^lish manufacturers. Siwci- 
niena of umbrellas made in 1645 
weighed three iiounds eight and one- 
half ounces, and the ribe were thirty- 
one tmd :i quarter inches long. The 
ribs were formerly of whalebone, were 
cumbersome, and had but little elasti- 
city. The introduction of steel in 
place of whalebone wjis the most 
imjiortant improvement made. 'I'he 
tips iue now made in one piece witli 
the ribs, instead of being made of 
bone, japanned metal, and other 
materials, and fashioned out. With 
but few exceptions, the inventora 
have not realized the cost of the pat- 
ents, (i reat opposition was encounter- 
ed from the trade and public to steel 
ribs. For ti long time umbrelhvs were 
only covered with two materials— silk 
and cotton. Several materials wero 
tried without success until a fabric 
cjiUed iiljiaca, made of the wool of 
the Chilian tuul rernvian sheep, was 
manufactured. The ribs are usually 
eight in number, although six, seven, 
lime, twelve and sixteen aro fre- 
quently made. Sticks for umbrellas 
are mtule from planks sawed into stripe 
and turned and bent or carved. 
Maple is largely used for this purpose. 
The better class are made of roots, 
such as bamboo, ])imento, dogwood, 
myrtle or oranjje. The handles are 
made of wood, ivory, bone, horn, tor- 
toise shell, etc. Umbrellas were 
introduced into the United Stales in 
the latter part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The manufacture began about 
the year 1800, and is mostly confined 
to New York, Hoston and Phila- 
delphia. The manufacture of silk 
for umbrell.as is a .sjwcial branch of 
manufacture in liyons, France, 



W aguiis can be seen on tho street 
almost every day, filled with old tin 
CAns of every description, picked from 
vacant lots or the streets. They are 
ttiken to Newiirk jind sold for fifteen 
cents a hundred. The price is small, 
but CiMis aiT numerous, and the gath- 
ering of them pays handsomely. The 
Newark purchtisor sorts them out, and 
puts them into a large furniite, which 
softens them so that they can be rolled 
by mitchinery into plates. Tliese 
plates are artistically blackened, and 
present a smooth, jwlislied surface. 
The trnnkmakcrs buy them to hind 
the edges and bottoms of trunks, ami 
often to cover up defects of woodwork. 
In this manner old tomato-cans be- 
come most useful as well as ornamen- 
tal. The process of heating the cans 
has also its profitable results, for the 
soldor, runnitig through a grato into 
a receptacle, is sold for twelve cents a 
pound, it alone paying, it is claimed, 
all tho price originally paid for the 
cans.

Washington was represented by the 
Misses liyan and Barnes, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ballard, of the Columbia Institution, 
were also prosbnt.

Oil I how hard it is to get news as 
it is always in this section of the 
country, for as far as wo can judge, 
the town is appjirently in an almost 
deserted condition. Well, we guess, 
however, thit there arc only a few 
items raken up for our widlcy popular 
JOCK.SAF. that might perhaps prove 
acceptable and of interest to many of 
Us hungry readers. 

August 6th (Monday), in Bushy 
Run, was the one liundred and twen- 
tieth anniversary of the victfjry of 
Colonel Henry liouqnet and his gal- 
lant force over the Indian warriors of 
the great Pontica. Never before in 
the history of old Westmoreland 
County did so many enthusiaslic 
people from all parts of tlid State as- 
semble to witness the celebration. 
According to the papers, the crowds 
present is estimated at fifteen thou- 
sand, and too, there were about seven 
hundred vehicles on the battle 
grounds. Sf)eeches were made by 
General .lames A. Ik-aver (whom 
your readers will remember as having 
been elected Governor of Pennsylva- 
nia, hut unfortunately defeated last 
Fall) and other distinguished guests 
concerning the memory of Col. Bou- 
quet, and letters of regret from 
President Arthur, Governor Pattison, 
of Pennsylvania, and others of lesser 
note were read, expressing their in- 
ability to be present on the occasion. 

The (irand Army Post accompanied 
by bands, both brass and martial 
w'ere present on the location of the 
battle field. They were made np of 
Greenshurg, Irwin, Westiiewton, Le- 
gonier and other towns, and Ihc par- 
lulc commenced over the line of the 
old Forbes road at 10 o'clock a.m. 
The procession displayed muchstateli- 
ncKs and wiis highly applauded along 
the line. 

The old relics which were on exhi- 
bition were plentiful and very un- 
common. They have been gathered 
from over ihe battle grounds and 
among them were the bayonets, bullets, 
piecc.i of guns, scalping-knivcs, and 
various other articles, which seemed 
to bo a great curiosity to the crowd. 

"Old BoV>," the war-horse, widely 
known throughout the country, was 
on cxhrbition. He hailing from Le- 
gonier, Westmoreland (Jounty, was 
the pro):)erty of the late Col. Conradc, 
and is now thirty-one years of age. 
He is described as having been engag- 
ed in eighteen engagements during 
the late civil war, and was of great 
service. Your scribe is certain to 
say that lie gazed on this horse will 
much admiration and interest for 
nearly half an honr. It is just un- 
necessary to describe this event, hut 
we guess that ye readers have already 
read the daily pajKsrs about the ac- 
wnint of Bushy Run battle.

Again, a year has come to an end, 
dining which the siiicoro delight of 
the iiKwnboi'H of lliu A.s.socialioii has 
revealed itself in many ways. No 
won(l(!r ! 

Since the as.socialion is of tho hanie 
interest to tho deaf-miiU^H a.s a society 
of Nor.«(!nnii ill a foreign country. 
How niiioh and how eagerly the Norso- 
mcn, for instance in fjondon or in 
I'aris, use llio opportunity they have 
lo couvorric wii.li tho country's people, 
whoso language they plainly 8[)oak and 
iindorstand, yel tlioy arc delighted in 
coining together and enjoy societies 
of lliciir own, recalling and refreshing 
thoir momorios for conimoii interoslH. 
Thus exactly among deaf - niutes, 
Ihey liiivo great common interest, and 
lliough their convorsatiou is always 
more easy and more lively among 
themselves, thoro is, however, thoio- 
foro, no obstacle in their way that 
Llioy, by the advantage of mingling 
willi tho liofiring class of people, 
should not bo benefited lo such an (ex- 
tent as thoir own learning and edu- 
cation permit them. On tho con- 
trary, tho association sooms to exhort 
llie (leaf-mutes in thoir living among 
the hearing class of people, as they 
there find ojipoituiiilios for verbal 
conversation with thoir foitnor leacli- 
ors and with other hearing inembors, 
and at the same time to enlarge one's 
range of vision, jiartly by directly in- 
creasing his knowledge in one way or 
)ther, and partly by being inrorniod, 
either through converHation or through 
iiewspa|)ors about things going on in 
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tho world. Also tho library, OK|)ocial- 
ly, which received an excellent in- 
incroaso together with several niagiii- 
liciout carved works, offers to the 
youth a remarkable advantago. 'i'lie 
most magnificeiit donor of tho library 
is the book seller, Mr. Gaininormeyer, 
to whom tho assoeiiitioii feel heartily 
thankful for the continuing inleiest 
ho siiowH for us, and also for the many 
beautiful works which he has prosoiil- 
0(1 to lis. 

in tho latter part of the preceding 
year. Hit! association limited the sum- 
monings of llio society to semi-weekly: 
.'i:10 r.M. on Sundays, and 7:10 I'.M. 
on Thursdays. i'lio house rent,, 
which previously was 4 kr., or alioiit 
!ftl.08 per evening, (1 kr. is about 27 
cents in United States cnrieiK^y) is, 
for the vvinter s(!asoii, incr;;asod to .^ 
kr., or about $1..'J.5, a not iiiireasoiia- 
blo iiuiroaso, as there aro three rooms 
furnished with light and wood, and as 
the furniture, belonging to the a.sso- 
ciatioii, two shelves for tho books and 
ono for newspapers, also has its loca- 
lity thoro. This is on King street at 
.Miss Patiliu Olson's house, No. 8, 
wli(!ro tho socitity finds a lundcr care. 

TIk! principal of the insane iHyliim 
(for fooble- mi tided) ha.H, in sjiito of 
lii.s own conliniially incioaHiiig spliero 
of action, shown his good will towards 
Ihe society by giving historical loe- 
tiires every Thursday. These exert 
groat intorosl, and aro usually largely 
attended. Wo aro, therefore, not ful- 
ly able to show Mr. Principal Han- 
son our gratitude, hut wo hope thai 
ho may find gratification in the in- 
struclionsaiid pleaHuros which ho thus 
oxt,onds to the audience. 

Those Thursdays on which Mr. 
Hanson does not lecture, Miss Hcde- 
viz Rosiiigs H|)en'Is together with l.ho 
female mombcrs, instructing thorn in 
the trade of embroidery, wliicli, it is 
lo bo hoped, will bo of a benefit to 
those members who should especially 
como ill contact with children, and 
who wish by such an employment to 
support tliemscdves. 

The association has, during the 
year, supported several stilTering from 
want, either by donating or by loan. 
In order that the invalid may be mor(^ 
carefully taken care of in the future, 
a hospital-fund was raised this year, 
and a certain doctor engaged for the 
deaf muto morn hers, a measure long 
wished for. Already before the asso- 
ciation was organized, a small circle 
of deaf iniites liad, as jncnlionod be- 
fore (in ])revioiis pajiors) raised a fund 
for that very jnirposo. This they now 
traiisffir upon the association on the 
condition that it bo cared for that the 
members can enjoy tho advantage of a 
hospital fund, it is concluded thai 
tho capital be yearly increased until 
its ad<!qimcy answers for both tho doc- 
tor bill and tho invalids' support. Tlie 
managers of this hospital fund will do 
all they are able for its ineroaso. 

Presently, it it resting upon the 
economy of the society, wliothor it 
shall, in future time, bo able to fill its 
expected place or lu.t. Wo are thank- 
ful to every contributor, among whom 
is the (yhristiana Savings Bank, which, 
with its gift of 400 kr. (or IICK) pro- 
moted our undertaking to a eoiisidora- 
blo degree. But loss gifts aro also of 
account, and wo invito, lluintfore, tlii.s 
year, every one that is a friend to the 
deaf-mutes, and every one who in- 
Uiiids to do some thing good with his 
monoy, to sign as a rneinbor. The 
annual fim is .'! HO kr. (about !)7cont,s) 
or .50 kr. {t\'3Ji()) for life. As far as 
the doaf-mutos aro concorned, they 
ar(! very well conscious of that the 
fund must bo increased, there is nev- 
er an occasion where they do not show 
thomselvos liberal, when it is, for in- 
stance, to raise a contribution and tho 
like. Charitable measure is, there- 
fore, taken only towards those that 
can not bo rejected. 

Though wo do not celohrale the 
I 7th of May by a special mooting, yet 
we came together this year, having 



previously prepared for tho day, tis it 
was a 'I'luiisday, the day for our gath- 
ering. But Llie 8|)ecial roiison, liow- 
ever, for our gathering, wa.s that we 
CDiild celebrate the day also in lunior 
of the law, which, jiisk a few weeks 
pfovious, had passed tiiroiigh the pur- 
gatory, through " Orlsljirugot" (our 
SeiiuKi) and through " Loglhuyet," 
(our House of Roprc.seiitatives) having 
lir.st passed a pieparalory of several 
years, a law, proclaiming a boiler fu- 
ture time lo many a litik; sufl'oring 
brother and si.ster, anil the panigraiiliH 
of which all aroused tiie a|)|)laiiHe and 
joy of tho nieml)ors. Yea a l.uv, 
which wo call onr law, as it coinpiisos 
all the deaf-mules, the blind and the 
feeble-minded, and assure them a 
lirolltable school instruction. An in- 
vitation was extended to Mr. Balclion, 
and a vote of thanks was given him 
for his |)arlakiiig in passing such a 
law. 

Flcvou of Mr. Balcheii's pupils were 
confirniod on Sunday, Juno 7ili. 
Tlie8(! wore on tiio following Suiuliiy 
invited lo the associalion. It is only 
proper to say that our hostess, Miss 
(Jlson, on this occasion showed a 
great interest ill our sociol,y. She in- 
vited us lo a festival table, well fur- 
nisliod with oakos, etc. She, herself, 
waited upon all iirosont. 'J'lic even- 
ing enteitiiinmont closed with pays 
(games) and dances. Those! that were 
confirmed (that day) delighted them- 
selves very much, and those leaving 
for homo carried with them a well 
dispijsod mind towards the society. 
Those living here in town, were taken 
up as niombers gratis for a year. 

This year, wo had <Mir Christmas 
feast oil the third day (I)eccuibor 
aSlli). As on jirevious occasions, we 
also had a largo Chrislnias tree, on 
which hang presents for each indi- 
vidual person. 

The ('lirislniiiH time wah darkened 
by a gi'iof, as a young lady, Maillia 
llage, who had been a member only a 
year, immediiilely passed away in sick- 
ness. She was employed in a book- 
bindery. And now when slio is gone, 
wo ask oiirselvos : " For what did 
she live ?" "How did she jiass her 
time ?" " How could wo have boon 
her siipjiorters ?" Contented with 
little aii(l jileased, never complaining. 
" Thanks, all right," was her usual 
answer to our (|iieMtioiis to her how 
she far(!(l. But her wages were very 
low, and her lodging and food likely 
poor. 

May God grant the socii^ty progress, 
so tiiat wo may ol)laiii the ability, not 
only lo support the invalid with doc- 
tor bills and monoy, but especially the 
young ladicH, who aro pressed by hard 
labor while yel. young !ift,er being con- 
firmed. 

Onr thanks l,o every body, who con- 
tributes little <>r much for this jiiir- 
poso ; our thanks to those who have 
contributed ; our thanks lo lho.se who 
started ns with a capital, and liy this 
our society found a fountain of bless- 
ings for us, the silent jieople. 'i'lie 
society now consisliiig of a hundred 
members. 

Tho mombers of tho inanagomont 
(of the society) were re-olocled at tho 
close of their term of office in l'\)biu- 
ary, iMr. Sw(^ll and Mr. Sirangostod, 
^teacher), as deputy, Mr. Hofgard, 
(leaclier), was elected, who left his 
office at tho close of the year, on ac- 
count of his leaving the oily. Tho 
acttoiiiils of the society for 1887 wore 
revised by Mr. Asclndions (book-sell- 
er) and lly auditor (;. K. Smith, who 
has pleased the society by still acting 
as auditor.
